THE HEW BAGGI36I FACTORY. 


Sire and Arrangement of Balldlngs- 


ProhaMe Cort, Etc. 


In our issue of yesterday we alluded 


to the fact that the location of the bag- 
ging factory had been flxcd, and that 
brick for its construction were being de- 
livered as fast aa six ymms could haul 
them. In this article we propose to 
give a general idea of the size, plan and 
arrangement of the buildings which arc 
to bo put up for the use of the manufac- 
tory. 


The'main building is to have a front- 


age on Ccrro Gordo street of 100 feet, 
and on Franklin street 50 feet, and is to 
be two stories high. Upon the first floor 
are the weaving room and a small apart- 
ment in the northeast corner, partition- 
cd^off for the engine room. Upon the 
second floor are the breaking room, 
where the flax straw is broken, the card- 
ing room and spinning apartment, each 
of which is to be provided with machin- 
ery of the most modern style, adapted 
to the work to be done in the respective 
rooms. The several rooms are to be so 
situated in relation to each other as to 
secure the greatest convenience and dis- 
patch in carrying on the manufacturing 
process. 


To secure the establishment against 


danger from fire the boiler room is to be 
located about 75 feet north of the main 
building, and entirely disconnected from 
it except us it is connected by the iron 
shafting connecting the boiler with the 
engine, and the boxing through which 
it passes. From the main building to
